2., CHALLF.NGhD POSITION ALLOCATIONS

as Lt, McCullough hes elected to remain in the Arry for another year. The 
case was thwefore tebled.

It was stated that the job description is 
presently being re-written and in view of this fact the case was also tabled 
pending receipt and review of the new job description.
